After  doing  this,  we  then  proceeded  to  identify  and  locate  various 
stars  that  Tiore  out*  Tha  night  was  clear,  visibility  unlimited* 

There  was  about  a 5/U  moon*  Apparently  there  was  some  haze  because 
there  was  a bright  area  around  the  noon* 

As  we  were  looking  at  the  Star  Polaris,  I had  noticed  an  airplane 
flying  a course  of  approximately  due  'last  at  about  10,000  feet  and  I 
Judged  it  to  be  slightly  South  or  two  (2)  miles  South  of  Sacramento* 

I could  see  its  lights  and  hear  its  en^ne*  Suddenly 
punched  me  and  said  "Look"  and  almost  at  the  same  instant  I saw  what 
he  was  pointing  to*  I recorded  ny  observations  within  twenty  (20) 
mlimtes  after  this  experience  happened  and  I will  give  the  facts  as 
recorded* 

This  object  first  attracted  my  attention  in  the  direction  of

The  psychological  effect  on  me  was  a weird  sensation  best  described 
as  a hair  raising  experience.  This  object  had  sise^  shape  and  motion 
and  not  knowing  what  we  were  looking  at  in  aU  probability  gave  mo  this 
strange  feeling. 

The  shape  of  this  thing  is:  short,  rounded  nose,  v^y  short  wings 

rounded  at  tips,  fuselage  short  and  thick.  There  were  no  visible  jet 
or  exhaust  opening  and  no  visible  indications  of  engines.  There  were 
no  visible  traces  of  jet  or  exhaust  flazaes  or  smoke.  There  was  no 
noise  of  any  sort,  no  navigational  lights  or  any  other  lights  indicating 
Its  position  or  presence  in  the  sky.  Also  in  describing  its  sh^e,  it 
had  no  tail  surfaces  that  were  visible.
